Coffee and sugar 
are served out onco in 10 days, flonr ev- 
ery four days and meats daily. While 
in port fresh provisions are furnished, 
each man receiving one pound of fresh 
bread, li poxiuds of fresh meat and one 
pound of f rcoh vegetables per diem. 
These take the place of the ordinary ra- 
tions, onlj' tea and coffee being provided 
in addition. The allowance is at all 
times BO liberal that the enlisted men 
cannot possibly consume the whole of it, 
so they take part of it in cash. — Phila- 
delphia Times.

BY VIRTUE OF THE POWER 
CON- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Ne- 


vada, the Board of County Commissioners, 
n and for Washoe county, do ordain as fol- 
lows : 


SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance 
No. 86. adopted August 12, 1893, amendatory 
of Ordinance No. 34, defining the fire limits 
of the town of Reno is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. The fire limits of Reno shall 


t>e bounded as follows, to-wit: By a line 
commencing at the center of the intersection 
of West street and the alley situated between 
Third and Fourth streets: thence running

CONGRESSIONAL 
PBOCEEDINGS. 


In his speech at the goldbug love 


feast a week ago, HOD. Trenmor Coffin 
said there are two great national part- 
ies, the Democratic and Republican, 
both of which he extolled, and the 
question with him was which of these 
parties is most likely to benefit the 
eonntry. His speech implied that the 
one which promised to do the most for 
Nevada would receive his support, and 
should receive the support of the 
people of the State. 


Senators Stewart and Jones say that 


aid or comfort to either of those part- 
ies assists the gold combination and 
that those who advocate the success of 
either ratifies the demonetization of 
silver and their protests are shams, 
pretenses and frauds. Congressman 
Rowlands says the Republican party 
is sectional, the Democratic party is 
controlled by New York and the Silver 
party should be maintained. There is, 
therefore, a wide difference between 
the opinion of Mr. Coffin and the 
opinions of the Itetada Congressional 
delegation. 


If Mr. CofHn was sincere when he 


said the people should support the 
party which is most likely to benefit 
the State, and has not since changed 
his mind, it will now be in order for 
him to prove his sincerity. He will 
scarcely dispute the assertion, even if 
he believes) in the single gold standard, 
that a bill to remonetize silver would 
benefit Nevada more than any othei 
act Congress could pass. So believing 
can he expect such benefit from a party 
which gave only ten of its 129 votes in 
the House of Representatives for the 
Bland bill, and which at no time in the 
history of silver legislation gave more 
than thirteen votes in the House for a 
free coinage measure ? Aa he nor no 
other sane person can entertain such 
belief he must, if he is sincere, sever 
bis connection with the Republican 
party and cast his vote and use his in- 
fluence for the party which is more 
like)y to benefit the State. 


THE NKVADA EXHIBIT FUND. 


Governor Colcord issues a strong 


appeal to the people of Nevada to 
assist in raising funds sufficient to pay 
the liabilities incurred in erecting the 
Nevada State building at the Mid- 
winter Fair and arranging the exhibits. 
That the State cannot afford at this 
juncture to repudiate 
obligations 


assumed by its agents will scarcely be 
disputed. The men who have accumu- 
lated fortunes in Nevada should come 
to the rescue, and if they fail to do so 
the amount necessary should be raised 
by popular subscription. If a man can- 
not afford to give $100 let him contrib- 
ute $50, $20, $10 or $1. 


There is, but one objection to the 


Governor's appeal and that is his allu- 
fiou vo County Auditors and District 
Attorneys who have refused to issue 
w.irrauts for the appropriations made 
by the Boards of Commissioners. 
These officers are sworn, in fact are 
under bonds, to obey the laws of the 
State. As the law does not authorize 
them to issue warrants except for 
epecitlo purposes, among which appro- 
priations for the Midwinter Fair is not 
enumerated, they should be commended 
rather than censured by the Governor 
of the State for doing their duty. No 
blame should be attached to any officer 
for performing his sworn duty. 


Tier3 ought to be public spirited 


men enough in the State to contribute 
the necessary funds to pay the expenses 
of the Nevada exhibit, but it would be 
as well to provide the money before 
incurring the liability. 


AFF-KOPKIATION HILLS. 


There are four appropriation bills 


now' on the House calendar and the 
Committee on Appropriations has ar- 
ranged to press their passage. They 
have the right of way in the House anc 
their consideration will prociod from 
day to day until all are passjj. The 
Fortifications bill is the fir->t in order 
It appropriates $5,000,000 for coast bat 
teries and fortifications and it is ex- 
pected to pass without opposition. 


The Pensions bill is next in order 


and it appropriates $151,000,000. This 
is expected to bring out an animated 
discussion which will involve the pen- 
sion system. 


The District of Columbia bill and the 


Sundry Civil Service bill will come 
next in the order named, and wil 
doubtless incite more or less debate. 


The expenditures of the Governmen 


average about $6,000,000 a month more 
than the receipts. This condition ha 
existed since last July and is liable ti 
continue for some time to come unles 
more money is put In circulation. I 
will, therefore, devolve upon Congresi 
to exercise economy unless it desirei 
to issue more bonds and increase th< 
public debt in the interest of New 
York goldmen.

rbtion. It provides that all obliga- 
ions incurred by the Government, 
whether they bear interest or not, 
which, according to their sums, call for 
payment in coin, shall be payable in 


:old or silver coin, at the discretion of 
he Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
right of the bolder to demand payment 
in any particular kind of coin is ex- 
ressly denied. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is directed to maintain gold 
and silver coin on a parity upon the

public dues, customs and taxes.

WHAT IS VAI.UE • 


A Word That to Confounded "With Cost, 


Price and Worth. 


EDITOR JOTJBNAL—I know of no word 


in the English language in such gen- 
eral use, the meaning of which nii-ety 
men in every hundred believe they fully 
understand and are ready at a mo- 
ment's notice to explain, the real mean- 
ing of which is so veiled in obscurity 
as the word VALUE. As it is now used 
it seems to me impossible to give it a 
true definition. This ambiguity as to 
its meaning must have arisen from 
confounding the meaning of the word 
value with that of the words cost, 
price and worth. 
While the value, 


cost, price and worth of an article or 
substance may each be just one dollar, 
it does not necessarily follow that the 
value is in any way related to either 
its cost, price or worth. I have never 
seen a definition of value that is at all 
satisfactory, though I have read some 
quite distinguished gentlemen upon 
the meaning of the word, among whom 
are Jones, Bailey, Professor Jevons, 
John Stewart Mill, Perry, MacLeod 
and Richards. 
Where these gentle- 


men have failed it seems almost the 
height of presumption for one of my 
slender attainments to even discuss the 
question, and still I can but believe 
that I can come nearer, by far, to giv- 
ing a true definition to the word value, 
and making its meaning easily appre- 
hensible, than has been done by any 
of theae gentlemen. 


I have already stated that I believe 


that the difficulty in giving a true defi- 
nition to the word value arises from 
its having been associated as a correl- 
ative of the words cost, price and 
worth. To show that price and cost 
have no relevancy whatever to value 
can be done by anyone after a mo 
ment's reflection, but to disassociate 
value and worth, which are as nearly 
synonims as two different words can 
possibly be, as they are at present used 
in the English language, is far more 
difficult, and still I do not believe there 
is the least relationship existing be- 
tween them. Value is a word that rep- 
resents things of a higher order than 
worth, or in other words value is a 
gentleman in the truest sense of the 
word, while worth is a hawker, barter- 
ing in all productions. Value relates 
solely to the properties and qualities 
of a substance as fashioned, finished 
and furnished by the Creator. Worth 
is the cost of that value, when through 
any instrumentality it is made to sub- 
serve and minister to the wants or 
necessities of man. 
The conditions 


being the same the properties of a sub- 
stance giving it value is constant and 
unchangeable. 
Worth 
continually 


changes with times, places, .conditions 
and seasons. Value cannot be created 
by man, and can only be produced in 
accord with the laws of the Almighty 
Worth can be created by man and is a 
result of his handiwork. Some sub- 
stances of no worth whatever are pos- 
sessed of values to man illimitable 
among which are the ancient elements 
—air, fire and water. Other substances 
having little or no value, are of almost 
illimitable worth, among which are 
pearls, diamonds and other so-called 
precioub stones. Utility has no rela- 
tion to either the cost, price or worth 
of the value of a substance, for if it had 
iron is possessed of qualities, the util- 
ity of which would give it a thousand 
times the worth of gold, and if there is 
a precious metal on the face of the 
earth, that metal is iron. To further 
characterize value, worih, cost and 
price, I will say that value wherever 
found is always the same genial, kind- 
hearted gentleman, who is not only the 
friend and benefactor of man, but all 
of God's creation. Price is a sharper 
that you have continuously to watch 
very closely. Cost is a farmer, gen- 
erally, but not always strictly honest, 
and worth is very fairly characterized 
by our Democratic and Republican 
Congressional buffoons and jumping 
jacks, fickle as the wind, unstable as 
the aurora borealis, to-day giving a 
thousand dollars for a copper cent, and 
to-morrow robbing a poor war widow of 
her four dollar pension. Labor is not 
necessarily related to either value or 
worth. While it is true that labor may 
impart worth to value a thousand fold, 
it is also true that labor may equally 
depreciate worth.

Report and Honor Boll* for the Month 


of February 1894—Xarge Attendance. 
To thf board of school trustees: Gen- 


tlemen:—I herewith respectfully sub- 
mit my report of the public schools of 
Eeno for the month ending February 
24, 1894. 


Notwithstanding the measles epe 


domic, the attendance is large—much 
larger thau hi any previous February 
since the Normal Training School was 
established. The number enrolled was 
the same as last month, 552. 


Our Midwinter Fair School Exhibit 


is nearly completed. Although press- 
ed for time, owing to the necessity of 
carrying forward our regular Echool 
work, the exhibit will not be a dis- 
credit to our schools. When we get 
drawing in oar schools on a higher 
plane, we can make a sliotmer exhibit. 
It is the drawings and illustrations 
that give to exhibit work its setting— 
its beauty. 


All the circumstances considered, I 


believe teachers and pupils entitled to 
high commendation for the interest 
they have manifested, the care they 
have taken and the success achieved 
in the preparation of Eeno's School 
Exhibit. 


More has been accomplished than 


was expected, yet the need of greater 
attention to artistic work in public 
schools generally in Nevada, has been 
strongly emphasized by the experience 
through which we have just passed.

AN APPEAL TO THK PEOPtE. 


The Governor Jssues an Address on the 


Ifevadu ISxlilbit fund. 


The folllowing appears in the Carson 


Tribune: 


We are confronted with a very ser- 


ious problem which appeals to the 
pride and patriotism of every citizen 
of 
the commonwealth 
The State 


Board of Agriculture has undertaken 
to make an exhibit of our products at 
the Midwinter Fair. After a careful 
canvas among the property holders, it 
was shown that they were not only wil- 
ling, but anxious to assist in carrying 
out ttie enterprise and it was thor- 
oughly understood that the several 
counties wonld appropriate funds suffi- 
cient for this purpose. This was con- 
sidered the most feasible plan, as there 
was no State funds available for the 
purpose and the next Legislature 
would 
undoubtedly reimburse 
the 


ounties. The Boards of Commission- 
ers of several of the counties have ap- 
propriated from $500 to $1000, but in 
every case, save one, either the Auditor 
or District Attorney have prevented 
;he issuance of the warrant. About 
f5,000 has be?n raised by private sub- 
scriptions. < >ur Commissioners have 
erected a h ^ Jflome State building at a 
cost of about $6,000, which is complete 
in every detail and filled with a mag- 
nificent display of Nevada exhibits, 
which, when properly set up and ar- 
ranged, will be one of the most com- 
plete and attractive in the entire 
grounds. 


But right at this point the trouble 


commences. After making half-pay- 
ment on the building, cost of lighting, 
plumbing, freight, salaries, wages, etc., 
and with our exhibit only partly in 
place, we find our funds entirely ex- 
aaubted, onr commander-in-chief about 
to resign because he cannot pay hon- 
estly-contracted 
liabilities, and the 


aullding with its entire contents liable 
;o attachment with thousands of dol- 
lars worth of specimens owned by the 
State as well as private individuals. 
Can the people of Nevada afford to 
allow such a disgrace? I say, emphat- 
ically, No. 


Now, 
what is to be done? If the 


counties persist in their refusal to as- 
sist, I can suggest but one plan, name- 
ly, that the members of the State Bpard 
of Agriculture, together with othur 
men of property, severally or individ- 
ually, guarantee the payment to some 
bank or individual who will advance 
money sufficient to pay the debts and 
complete the work. 


It appears to me impossible to elect 


a Legislature that would not willingly 
make an appropriation to cover the 
outlay, as I believe the benefit accrn- 
ing to the State cannot be over-esti- 
mated. 


I have carefully examined the stat- 


utes regarding the powers and duties 
of the State Board of Agriculture and 
aave no doubt, of their powers under 
the law to hold a State Fair this year 
or not, as they may determine. As the 
statute reads they shall hold an annual 
fair, -provided, that the State in no event 
shall ue liable for a debt created by 
said Board of Agriculture, and as a 
'air cannot be held this year without 
creating such an indebtedness, the 
Board would be wise in a determina- 
tion not to hold one. During the past 
two weeks I have strongly urged on 
some of the members of the Board the 
plan of lending their efforts to the Mid- 
winter Fair and rescinding their order 
for the holding of a State Fair this 
year, arguing, as I did, that with the 
World's Fair, the Midwinter Fair and 
the State Encampment (which the law 
compels) our people will have spent as 
much time and money as they can well 
afford, and will not attend a State Fair, 
the result of which would probably be 
a loss of $5,000, and as they only have a 
balance of $2,500 left of the appropria- 
tion, with a debt of $2,300, the people 
of the State would, I believe, heartily 
commend their action in abandoning 
the State Fair this year.

The Safe at the Reno M. Jt L. Co.'a 


Yard Blown to Pieces aud Killed. 
Yesterday morning E. Peterson, fore- 


man at the Eeno Mill & Lumber Com- 
pany's lumber yard, went to the office 
as usual to start fires. He discovered 
that one window in each end of the 
office had been broken and that the 
spring lock had been detached from 
the door. He also noticed that the 
back window had been raised about a 
foot and a half and the sash lock 
broken. When he entered the build- 
ing he found papers scattered all over 
the floor and the safe door open. The 
safe knob and register had been broken 
off close to th& safe, leaving the bolt 
hole open. In to this hole powder had 
evidently been poured and exploded, 
shattering the combination and break- 
ing the lower hinge of the safe door. 
The lock to the cash drawer was driven 
in so that the door could be opened. 


The safe was rifled, papers and books 


were sattered all over the floor, some 
of them Ladly scorched, but none miss- 
ing. About $60 in money, which had 
been received at the office after bank- 
ing hours, was taken but no papers so 
far as known. The money, with the 
exception of a $5 and a $1 greenback, 
was gold and silver. 


Some grains of the powder used 


were found on the floor. It is coarser 
than ordinary powder and of a slate 
colored 
shade, 
probably 
blasting 


powder, AS Matt Parrott has nothing 
like it in his store. Tracks in the 
vicinity indicated that there was but 
one person engaged in the burglary. 


The burglar cut his hand as there 


was blood on the window and on the 
papers and a splinter from one of the 
broken 
windows is blood stained. 


This and the tracks are the only known 
clues which the officers have been able 
to obtain. It was noticed that the arc 
light on Ralston street, not far from 
the lumber yard, was not burning the 
night of the burglary.

Governor Col- 
cord, State Controller Horton and 
Commissioner yerington were also in 
attendance. 


Tha President stated that the object 


of the meeting was to devise means to 
procure funds to pay the expenses in- 
curred in erecting the Nevada State 
building at the Midwinter Fair, and ar- 
ranging the exhibit, and stated that 
suggestions as to the manner of pro- 
ceeding were in order. 


After a full discussion, in which all 


present participated, General Powning 
and Commissioner Yerington were ap- 
pointed a committee to interview the 
several bankers of the State with a 
view of getting each bank to advance 
$250 in aid of thfl Nevada exhibit, the 
amoant to be refunded from the State 
Treasury when the Legislature con- 
venes. 
The 
committee was also 


authorized to solicit 
subscriptions 


from individuals. 


It was stated that the amount con- 


tributed to date was $6,248, and that 
the entire cost of the building, arrang- 
ing the exhibit, etc., would not exceed 
$15,000.

The Bank of Nevada subscribed $250 


to the fund, and it is expected that the 
other banks in the State will be equally 
liberal. 


It was resolved that the Board renew 


its appeal to the

which have not yet contributed to the 
State exhibit fund, and to individuals 
to subscribe to the fund. 


It was decided to hold another meet-
